Now celebrating i Ls 100th anniversary 
with a month-long series of programs, 
the church has invited our Society to 
bold its November meeting there in 
Friendship Hall. 

The program is a slide presentation 
entitled ’‘A Church is Born.” depicting 
the history and activities of the institu- 
tion. It will be narrated b\ Mrs. Hurl- 
burl Tomlin. 

An interesting exhibit is mounted in 
the church parlor, displaying selections 
from the large collection of church arch- 
ives including the original petition to the 
Presby tery of West Jersey for the organ- 
ization of the church, early minutes of 
the various Boards, photographs, a cook- 
book compiled by the women of the 
church in 1906 to help defray the cost 
of the manse, and many other memor- 
abilia.

One. a remarkable piece of research 
work done by our hoard member. Mr. 
Howard Kemble, follows through the 
search for information of where Long- 
fellow obtained his material for his poem 
“Elizabeth” in the “Tales of a Wayside 
Inn.” It is worthy of a program or 
publication, as it tells the story of a 
woman. L. Maria Childs, who was a 
writer and published a story in the 
Columbia Magazine in June. ldTS. of 
Elizabeth Haddon’s life. 

It is indeed a rare addition to the 
Library. 

The second gift is a group of deeds 
given by \Ir. and Mrs. Mack, our mem- 
bers at 251 King’s Highway East, the 
line old early home built by Mathias 
Aspden. 

Mr. Mack has done a great deal of re- 
search on this early property and the 
surrounding land, and has given our 
Historical Library copies of Deeds that 
name the owners of the adjacent proper- 
ties. He has listed dates down though the 
years from there Deeds that give us 
much information on these early proper- 
ties. 

We deeply appreciate these gifts, 
knowing the time-consuming yvork of 
searching the Deeds in Trenton and the 
libraries for this material.

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RARE ANTIQUE CHEST-ON-CHEST WILLED TO SOCIETY BY ANNA KAY 
MRS. EDNA HAYDOCK GIVES ACCOUNT OF HISTORIC KAY FAMILY 


THE HISTORIC KAY FAMILY

Miss Anna Kay, a long time member 
of the Historical Society of Haddonfield. 
passed away in her 96th year and in her 
passing the Society has lost a deeply 
interested member. 

She came down the male line of one 
of our early settlers and large land 
owners, John Kay. He was a leading 
citizen of our New ton Settlement, elected 
to the General Assembly of the Provence 
of West New Jersey and returned to 
that office in 1703 and 1701. He was 
Speaker of the Assembly in 1710-11-12- 
13, and was one of the commissioners 
appointed to settle the line between Easl 
and West Jersey. 

In 1710 John Kay purchased the tract 
of land which had belonged to William 
Lovejoy, part of the land of Richard 
Mathews lying south of the present 
King's Highway, joining the Francis 
Collins land at Ellis Street and extend- 
ing to Cooper Creek, with an additional 
fifty acres of iand lying beyond what is 
now Evans Pond, named Uxbridge. 

The second home he huilt on this 
tract is still standing on the present 
Munn Lane. It is beyond Brace Road 
on the highest point of land in this area. 
The location of his first home is nearby. 
Both homes were huilt on a large tract 
of land he purchased from Francis Col- 
lins on the. north side of the north 
branch of Cooper Creek near Barclay 
Farms. 


In 1710 John Kay purchased The Free 
Lodge Mill which was included in his 
purchase of the land of William Lovejoy. 
It was so named because it gave free 
lodging to the farmers who brought 
grain there to be ground. The mill had 
only one set of burrs and could only 
grind about three bushels a day. 

This mill was run by three genera- 
tions of Kays and sold to the Evans in 
11119. His son Isaac inherited the mill 
and built the dam forming Evans Pond, 
and a new mill on the north end of the 
dam breast with a home above the Pond, 
now owned by Mr. John W. Croft, Jr. 

Miss Anna Kay’s early home in Had- 
doniield was a fine old house at the 
corner of King’s Highway and Chestnut 
Street. It was torn down and the Trust 
Company is located there. 

Some years ago Miss Kay gave a 
collection of deeds of these early land 
purchases to our Historical Society col- 
lection. 

Now her lawyer has just notified the 
Society that she willed to the Society a 
rare early chest-on-chest. It is a choice 
piece in walnut which will join the fine 
collection of gifts from our members in 
beautiful Greenfield Hall. 

In all probability the original owners 
of many of these pieces knew each other 
in the long ago. We are deeply grateful 
lor this inheritance.
